The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 
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1. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format of 
an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 250 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said", should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not 
repeat information given in the title. It should avoid using 
phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes, " etc. 

In line 1 of the abstract the phrase "The present invention 
provides" should be deleted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention . 

In claim 1, line 3 and lines 5, the phrase "raised temp." 
and "medium temp." are indefinite. 

In claim 2, line 3, "rear" should be — rare — . 

In claim 6, line 4, "raised temp." is indefinite and also 
lacks positive antecedent basis. 
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In claim 7, line 14, "a medium temp." lacks positive 
antecedent basis. In line 5-6, "high temp." and "intermediate 
temp . " are indefinite . 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 



(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or 
on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 



Claims 1-5, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Takahashi et al or by Murakami et al (US 
5,486,395) . 

Both above patents disclose a magneto-optical recording 
medium which comprises of at least a first magnetic layer where 
the direction of magnetization is parallel with the medium at 
room temperature and is changed into perpendicular magnetization 
at temperature higher than room temperature. The layers consists 
of rare-earth and iron group amorphous alloy.
